New York, Aug. 8 —The news of the 
establishment of American shoe depots 
en Vienna has caused great uneasiness 
among the master th emu kern and 
a 
the councils of the shoemaker’s guil '. 
Herr Uitza, president of tho guild, says 
the establishment of American shoe de­ 
pots in Vienna will be attended with 
absolute tragic consequences so far as 
the Vienna shoemaking industry is con- I 
corned. 
Agents of the American syndi-1 
cate are already in Vienna hiring com­ 
modious promise* in each ward wherein j 
to establish shoe stores. 
What renders j 
the matter si iii more hard on Vienna 
shoemakers is the circumstances chat 
the Americans will not send “shoddy 
goods” to V ienna. 
The leather which they employ Is al­ 
ready well known to V muon being used 
by local shoemakers. 
It is tine, thin 
and soft, but a thoroughly durable 
leather, and has been worn in Vienna 
fur years past by people of the upper 
classes. 
It is only the workmanship 
that can be better in Viennese shoes, be­ 
cause Vienna shoemakers employ hand 
labor while Americans cho machines. 
The American syndicate owns a big 
shoe factory in Philadelphia, in which 
a pair of shoes can bo made in 35 min- 
ut.*. 
A customer needs only to come 
to the factory to give measurements 
and while he is reading a newspaper the 
shoes are made and he can take them j 
away spick and span in half an hour. 
The cost of labor amounts to 27 krensera 
a pair, consequently American shoes 
are from ‘21 to 3 guldens cheaper than 
those produced by Vienna shoemakers. 
The guild has approached Dr. von 
Knottier, the prime minister. Baron von 
Call, the minister of commerce, aud 
Count Killmauuscgg, tho statthalther, 
with a view of stemming American 
competition. 
Thf-e officer** 
declared I 
that nothing could be done and the shoe­ 
makers must help themselves. 
In the > 
middle of September a monster meeting I 
will bo held in the Yolks Hall. Already 
6000 shoemakers have announced their 
determination to be there. 
The day on 
which the shoe depots will be opened 
will be a stormy one. for the shoemak­ 
ers arc determined to prevent by force 
their establUmejit.

DETECTIVES ATTACKED- 


A M ob In • P o o lro o m T ra c ts O d* In • 
H o u g h M an n e r. 
New York, Aug. 8.—The attack upon 
Robert S. McLellan, one of the detec­ 
tives employed by Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Crime, who was assaulted 
and injured in an alleged pool room in 
the rear of 724 Broadway, is attracting 
unusual interest here because of the 
prominence of the location of the room 
and circumstances connected with the 
assault. 
The war on pool rooms in this city 
has been unusually bitter for some time 
and McLellan and another detective 
were in the room securing evidence at 
the time of the attack.

crowded w ith patrons betting on the j 
races when the detectives were recog­ 
nized.
